He rested then in| 
his study and at 7:30 o’clock he told his 
valet, the colored” boy, Ben Franklin, and 
his nurse, Brother Herbert, that they might 
take him up tc bed. 

He was not in bed five minutes before he 
complained of being unwell. He said he felt 
cold and tis attendants found he was suffe?- 
ing from a chill. 

Medicine was administered. The chill was 
broken and the Archbishop fell asleep. j 

He awoke at 10 o’clock Wednesday morn- 
ing. He complained to Brother Herbert 
that he was unwell. The brother asked him 
if he felt any pain and he replied in the 
negative. 

Asked if the cared to have @ doctor, he 
also replied ‘‘no.”’ 

The nurse sent for Dr. Gregory anyhow. 
Meanwhile the Archbishop ate his usual 
breakfast. 

When Dr. Gregory arrived he and his 
distinguished patient chatted for awhile 
and the doctor left. .He prescribed nothing. 

After his departure the Archbishop drop- 
ped off to sleep again. 

He awoke at 1 o'clock. His faitful valet 
sitting at his bedside inquired if he were 
better ard he feebly replied ‘‘no.”’ \ 

Nothing could be done. These weak spells 
were matters Of daily occurrence and his 
valet was réassured when the Archbishop 
closed his eyes and seemed to drop back 


The boy sat by his bedside for half an 
hour. The room grew quiet and it seemed 
to him that the sleeping man was hardly 
‘breathing. 

He put his hand under the counterpane and 
felt the Arclibishop's fingers. They were 
cold. He touched his forehead. It was like 
ice. 

The boy knew eae that the sleep was 
endless. Running to the door he shouted 
down the corridor: 

“Brother Herbert! 
dead!’’ 


Archbishop Kenrick’s death will disar- 
Yange the elaborate preparations that had 
been made for the reception and enter- 
tainment of Cardinal Satoll; who was ex- 
pected to arrive hére next Monday morn- | 
ing. Archbishop Kain was not at home 
when death visited the old Archbishop. 
He was summoned by telephone, however, 
and after arriving at home left. at once 
to notify an undertaker and make arrange- 
ments for the funeral. 

Cardinal Satolli will probably be apprised 
of the sad’ event, and his presence in the 
city will be in connection with the impress- 
ive burial services that will be given the 
dead prince of the church. |

This meant communication with Rome, 
and the old Archbishop angrily dismissed 
his priests from his presence. 

Rome was appealed to. by the clergy. 

The situation in the diocese was explained, 
Then came an order from the Propaganda 
telling the Archbishop to make the ces- 
sary preparations, 

It was another humiliation, but he ac- 
cepted it. 

He wanted his vicar-general, Rev. Philip 
Brady, named as his s&ccsssor; but the 
clergy almost to a man resented th‘s. There 
was a bitter wrangle and the acrimony that 
developed was only ended when Fr. Brady 
d‘'ed of a broken heart. 

The struggle between the Archbishop and 
his clergy ended inthe selection of the 
names of Bishop John J. Kain of Wheeling, 
W.,Va., Bishop John Lancaster Spaldi 
of Peoria, Ill., and Bishop John Fitageral 
of Little Rock, Ark. 

These names were sent tg 
choice of the bishops -and “priests of the 
archdiocese. Rome approv Bishop Kain 
and he was named coadjutor Are bishop 
with the right of succession. 

Archbishop Kenrick’s mind clouded under 
the struggle that he had undergone. When 
Archbishop Kain arrived his venerable su- 
perior did not recognize him. . In lucid in- 
tervals he would not’ recognize him, 

He regarded him as an interloper and 
treated him as guch, akhough Archbishop 
Kain was a member of his household. 

Later matters assumed a serious phage, 
Archbishop Kain was prelate in name only- 
He could not exercise the functions of his 
office in regulating the femporal affairs of 
the diocese. 

He petitioned Rome and the result was 
the practical retirement of the old Arch- 


bishop 

‘Archbishop Kain was made Archbishop of 
St. Louis, though the original owner of he 
title was still alive. 


Rome as the 
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Archbishop Kenrick h has pawsed his days 
for almost a year past in the twilight of 
old age. His mind was lucid only for an 
hour or two after breakfast in the morn- 
ing. He read a little then and when his 
mind demurred he dropped his book and / 
spent his momentg,in prayer. 


Peter Richard Kenrick was born in Dub- 
lin, Ireland, Aug. 18, 1806. His first educa- 
tional advantages were those afforded by 
the s¢hools of the city. Subsequently Boe nad 
a private tutor.

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STONBMASONS’ WAGRS. 


Journeymen Ask an Increase and Will 
Probably Get It. 


Local journéymen stonemasons and stone- 
masons’ laborers, some 600 strong, made a 
demand on the bossés Wednesday for an in- 
crease in wages. 

The stone-masons want an increase from 4 
and 45 cents to 3 cents an hour; the laborers 
from 30 to 32% cents an hour. This caused 
considerable excitement among contractors 
and everyone interested in building interests. 
Last spring the building interests were 


paralyzed by the bricklayers’ strike. The 
men were out six weeks and during that 
time over $150,000 worth of work was with- 
drawn from the market. OtHer work was 
carried on at a loss to the contractors. 

A repetition of this ig not wanted, and 
measures have been taken’ to avoid trouble. 
A committee was appointed to ask the 
stonemasons to give the bosses until May 1 
ta decide... Nearly all of: the bogses. say 
they wili give the increase on that day. 

No action has yet.been taken regarding 
the laborers. Their union is affillated with 
the stonemasons, and if they went out the 
stonemasons would also be compelled to do 
so. A meeting of.¢the boss stonemasons 
will be held this week, and a committee 
will be named to. confer with fhe laborers.
